Survey Submitted to Amer- 
^ ican Bankers' Assoctatkm

Pineluirst, N. C, May 4. — 
Neither money, transportation 
costs, taxation nor labor can . ef- 
fcctively or permanentl} avoid 
tlu' irrestible forces that arc 
working toward reatljuMincnt on 
a lower level, John S. Drnni, San 
I'Vaiicisco, president c)i the Amer- 
ican Bankers' Association, declar- 
ed in a survey of the economic 
sitnalion in the United States 
^ui>milte(l to tiie association's ex- 
ecittive council here today. 

Mr. nnim's statement was l)a>- 
ed on more than 1,000 replies to 
a questionaire sent by the associ- 
ation to hankers, heads of trans- 
jjortation companies and other 
Inisiness leaders asking for au- 
thoritaive opinions as to financial, 
commercial, industrial and agri- 
cultural conditions in the nation. 

All elements in the nation's eco 



er industrial activity in the Ln- 
ifed States or reduced manufac- 
turing ability of European coun- 
tries has been the more potent 
factor in decreasing the prices of 
raw materials. The weight of 
opinion is that as readjustment at 
home and abroad pregresses there 
will lie a reaction and products 
of our farms and forests and 
mines will move. Much of the 
product is lying idle, although 
prices in some instances are as 
low or lower than those before 
the war. 

Touching on the railroad situa- 
tion, Mr. Drum declared rate in- 
creases at a time when other ser- 
vices and commodities were fall- 
ing had a disastrous hilluence on 
the nation's busines.

losses and cancellation of orders. 
Foreign — Decreased purchasing 
power of l-'.nropf'. ina'!i''inacy of 
present credit agencies, I'.uropean 
political and social disorganiza- 
tion, cancellation of order and ex 
change." 

Discussing lalwr the survey said 
wages did not rise as rapidly as 
commodity prices during the war 
and the inflation period and their 
general tendency will be the last 
to fall with readjustment. Thou- 
sands and thousands of workers, 
however, have been thrown out 
of emi)li)yment when costs of 
production were reduced as a re- 
sult of the decline in the world's 
purchasing power and the conse- 
quent restriction of demand. 

Wage reduction have been ac- 
(.■ei>ted in many itidiistries but not 
in building trades and among the 
railway employes. Mr. Drum said. 
"The effect <>f this resistance to 
the economic laws working to- 
ward stagnation is apparent in 
comparative stagnation in most 
patt^ of the cjountry in all except 
essential building construction 
and in the great decrease in rail- 
way traffic because of high rates 
caused by operating costs," he 
add«d.

Is Increasing Corn Yield Will Be 
Demonstrated at Berea on 
May 30 

Tlie value oi acid phosphate. 

and limestone in increasing crop 
yields in this srection of the state 
will be one of the important top- 
ics to he brought out at the an- 
nual spring meeting on the Be- 
rea experiment field May 30, ac- 
cording to an announcement 
made by County Agent Robert 
F. Spense. Experiments conduct- 
ed since 1913 on the field show 
tiiat the use of these two .mater- 
ials lias resulted in the corn 
3 ield being increased an average 
of $12.8 bushels per acre, wheat 
6.6 bushels, soybean hay 1.568 
pounds, and clover hay 2,163 
pounds an acre. 

Acid phosphate was used at the 
rate of 200 pounds per acfre per 
} ear and litnestone at the rate of 
two tons per acre for the rota- 
tion of com, soybeans, wheat and 
clover.
